1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on March 15, 2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3 to 9, 1 8 to 25, 28 and 29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A crude oil tank 
fabricated from a steel plate having a thickness of < 40 mm and having a defined composition 
whereby steel contains a Mo range of 0.01 to 0.1% (criticality established in Figure 1) and solute 
Mo + solute W > 0.005% to achieve excellent local corrosion resistance in an environment of the 
floor plate of a crude oil tank and a decreased rate of formation of a corrosion product containing 
solid sulfiir in a gas phase at the reverse side of the upper deck plate of a crude oil tank, as 
recited by claims 1, 3 to 9, 18 to 25, 28 and 29, is not taught or fairly suggested by the art of 
record cited by Applicant's IDS filed March 5, 2010.
